REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
in GB *708 the end sections 201' closing the rotor slots 201 (Fig. la) are machined away after 
the casting step (p.3, lines 64-69). The resultant product is shown in Fig. lb. Thus, GB '708 
does not teach the claimed "slots closed at said end section near the outer periphery of said 
body". Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of clauns 1, 12 and 16 over 
Uchida or Obara, in view of Tajima, have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive since it 
appears that the radially-aligned magnets in the base references Uchida and Obara would run 
contrary to Tajhna's explicit teaching that the ratio Rl/RO > 0.85. This ratio essentially 
limits the location of the rotor magnets in Tajima to the outer periphery of the rotor.
